But July 31 is a reminder that frei'dum 
is never strictly free; that, whoever is run- 
ning the show, the taxes have to Ik paid. 

In recent yean the Australian Govern- 
ment, wtth a thoughlfulnts} rare in gov- 
ernment!, has softened the blow for the 
average wage-earner. Pay-as-you-eatn 
taxation, devised on its current scale, 
mostly ensures a refund ', 

Furthermore, if you grab a form 
smartly off a pout office counter and get 
your return in early, there's a good 
chance of having an early refund 

Taxation officials have announced that 
special staffii are already working on tin: 
first ol the wage and salary returns which 
have been sent in for the financial year. 

All this has combined to take away 
Irum July its old-linir atmosphere of im- 
pending doom, when a taxpavcr filled in 
a return and waited in terror for an 
assessment. 

The current method, which enables the 
wage-earner to calculate his own tax and 
the likely amount of his refund, has even 
put a tjloss on the trials of arithmetic. 

The result is that the wage-earner takes 
an illogical pleasure in the thought of 
getting some of his own money back. 

Sterner types reflect that the Govern- 
ment might go a step further and pay in- 
UrtU on the refunds. 

This, perhaps, is too much to hope. 
The ordinary wage -earner is so pleased 
at the thought of a lump sum of money 
that he doesn't bother to carp. 

And this is a psychological triumph 
which must bring a glow of satisfaction 
to long-maligned taxation authorities.
